PUBLIC OPINION SUSTAINS 
FREEDOM OF THE PRESS 


Editor Might Be in Contempt Should 
He Criticise Case During Trial 
and Send Copy of His 
Paper to Jurymen. 


Asheville, N. C., June 29.—Sudge J. C. 
Pritchard, of the United States circuit 
court, at noon today filed his opinion in 
the celebrated case of Josephus Daniels, 
before him on a writ of habeas corpus, 
charged with contempt of court. Mr. Dan- 
iels, who is editor of The Raleigh News 
and Observer, had been fined $2,000 for 
contempt of District Judge Purnell. 
Judge Pritchard's opinion will be recog- 
nized as an important legal record, and 
is a careful and comprehénsive review of 
the law as applied to newspaper utter- 
ances that might be construed as con- 
tempt of court. The text of the decision 
in part is as follows:

“In order to determine whether the 
petitioner is entitled to the relief prayed | 
for in the petition upon which the writ of 
habeas corpus was issued, it is necessary 
to determine two questions: 

“Il. Did the court which imposed the 
Sentence in this case have jurisdiction? 
“2. Does this court have jurisdiction to 
hear and determine this case on a writ | 
of habeas corpus? | 


Public Opinion for Freedom. 


“The force of public opinion in this coun- 
try tn favor of the freedom of the press 
has restrained the free exercise of the 
power to punish the class of contempts, 
and in many jurisdictions statutes have 
been enacted depriving the court of the 
Power to punish them. It was taken from 
the federal courts by the act of congress 
of 1831, which act deprives those courts 
of the common law power to protect by 
this process, their suitors, witnesses, offi- 
cers and themselves against the libel of 
the press, though published and circulated | 
pending the trial of a cause therein. 

“That newspapers some times engage in 
unwarranted criticism of the courts can- 
‘mot be denied. In some instancés they | 
construe the liberty of thé press as a. 
license to authorize them to engage in 
wholéesalé abuse of the court, but these. 
instances afe rare and do not warrant a 
departure from the well settled princi- | 
ples of the law as declared by congress 
and constructed by the courts. If judges 
charged with the administration of the 
law are not to be criticised on account of 
their official conduct the liberty of the 
press is abridged and the rights of indi- 
viduals imperilied. 


Press May Be in Contempt. 

“There may be instances where the 
publication of editorials or other matter 
in newspapers would bring the author 
within the limitations of the statute. For 
instance if a newspaper should publish 
an article concerning a trial which was 
being considered by a jury and should 
send a copy of the paper containing such 
article to the jury or a member thereof, | 
during the progress of the trial, for the 
purpose of influencing them in thelr de- | 
cision, it would present a question | 
whether such conduct would not be mis- | 
behavior in the presence of the court, or | 
so near thereto as to obstruct the ad- |

‘It appears that the distinguished judge 
who adjudged the petitioner to be in con- 
tempt of court exceeded the authority | 
granted in the act of I83I, and that the) 
court was without jurisdiction. Such be- 
ing the case the judgment of the court is 
void and therefore a mullity. 

‘In view of the foregoing, the court 
finds that the petitioner is unlawfully 
restrained of his Hberty, and it is there- 
fore considered and ordered by the court 
that the saiq Josephus Daniels be dis- 
charged from the custody of the marshal 
of the United States and that he go hence 
without delay.’”’

FORTY FIREMEN 


Four Wil Probably Lees

Some who fell Jay unnoticed 
jon the floor for minutes and one man 
‘remained for nearly an hour before finally 
discovered and dragged to the open air. 

The breaking of gas mains inside the 
building and the consequent filling of the 
burning structure with illuminating gas 
added greatly to the difficuity and the 
danger.

Eatonton, Ga., June 29.—(Special.)—In 
gp free-to-all fight last night on a re- 
turning excursion train “from Macon, 
John Wigley, of this place, an operative 
in the middle Georgia cotton mills, was 
shot through the head, from which, very 
likely, he may. never rally. He is still 
living, but the chances for recovery are 
considered very slim. 

The excursion train was run by the 
Central of» Georgia railway from Cov- 
ington to Macon. It passed through here 
yesterday morning loaded with people of 
every caste and color from Covington 
and the intermediate points. At this 
place the crowd was materially aug- 
mented. 

From the time the train left Macon 
last night on its return trip to its ar- 
Tival at Meda, a station 3 miles below 
Eatonton, where the unfortunate Wigley 
Teceived the mortal wound, disorder 
reigned supreme. Cursing, quarrels, and 
personal encounters were frequent and 


menacing. Pistols were drawn and fired 


promiscuously in every direction. The 
front part of the train wds occupled by 
negroes and the rear coaches ‘by whites. 
As the train would move around curves 
and bring into view the front coaches, 
those in the rear would fire at the open- 
windows of the former and receive the 
return fire with cursings and jeers. 

Upon the arrival of the train here at 
10 -o’clock last night the railroad physt- 
clan was summoned, who examined the 
nature of Wigley’s wound. The ball en- 
tered the side of the head just above the 
left ear and crushed through the brain, 
which was found to be oozing through 
the ghastly opening.

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INJURES CROP 


Cotton in Lowndes Seriously 


Threatened by Spread of 
Disease. 


Valdosta, Ga., June 29.—(Special.)—The 
disease known as wilt, or black root, is 
doing great damage to long staple cotton 
in this gnd adjoining counties, and if it 


continues to spread during the remaind- | 


er of the season will materially cut down 
the yield. 

For several years the disease has been 
prevalent in the long staple belt, and is 
largely responsible for the decreased acre- 
ige planted in this section this year. The 
only remedy suggested with any hope 
nf results 1s a rotation of crops and a 
resting and building up of the soil. The 
acreage in this county has been reduced 
this year about 30 per cent, and it is 
said to be fully ag great in adjoining 
counties. 

With the exception of the wilt, the crop 
Is in good shape, having withstood the 
drought excellently.
